Barra was the head of the tem porary 
government after the banishm ent of 
Porflrio Diaz. 
The news of the resignations of Ma­ 
dero and Hernandez was given out at 
the British legation shortly after 7 
p. rn. 
De la Barra had taken refuge 
ut the legation on Thursday after Ma 
dero angrily spurned his offer to me* 
adiate 
it is taken as a fact that the Brit­ 
ish m inister, Francis Stronge, used 
Ills influence to end the civil 
war. 
The envoy of Great Britain had spoken 
Ills mind plainly to Madero and to 
Lescurain, the foreign minister, on 
several occasions. 
It is said that the 
British m inister used the strongest 
possible argum ents to induce Madero 
to retire from an Impossible position, 
and th at the legation insisted on De

la Barra as provisional president. 
Despite the optimistic attitude of 
the government, it had become cer­ 
tain that Madero would tie obliged to 
retire. 
Verified reports from Pueblo, 
the second city of Mexico, from the 
north and from many large towns, 
made it certain that the entire coun­ 
try was going over to the revolution. 
Persons arriving here from Pueblo 
reported that Colonel Luis G. Pradil- 
lo, one of the m ost influential officers 
of the federal army, declared for Diaz 
on Thursday and took possession of 
the city without a shot being fired. 
Pradillo’s 800 soldiers and the popu­ 
lace cheered Diaz’s name. 
Throughout 
the 
state 
of 
Pueblo 
there was a peaceable revolt, the gar­ 
risons 
seconding Colonel Pradillo's 
action enthusiastically. 
The populace 
acclaimed Colonel Pradillo and select­ 
ed him as m ilitary governor. Pradillo, 
with 4,000 troops, made up of the 
commands of General Francisco P ra­ 
dillo, his brother; of Carlos Martinez 
and of Gaudemin de la Llave, is main­ 
taining perfect order. 
In the provinces Madero’s cause 
was lost after the second or third day 
of 
his 
repulses by Diaz. 
Federal 
commanders who had started to rein­ 
force 
the government troops here 
halted to await developments. 
Such 
commanders as threw' in 
their lo* 
with Madero aud came to the capital 
were 
unable to make their troops 
fight against Diaz. 
These reinforce­ 
m ents were impotent. 
Hundreds de­ 
serted to Diaz’s standard. 
Hundreds 
more refused to fight. 
Much or the truth was disclosed af­ 
ter the president’s resignation. 
The 
backbone of the government was Gen­ 
eral H uerta and 2,000 of his troops. 
These have been decimated by the 
terrible accuracy of Diaz’s artillery­ 
men and machine guns in this city. 
The government soldiers came to the 
point where they realized that they 
had nothing to expect but death.

While the state departm ent had not 
at a late hour received official con­ 
firmation of reports of Madero’s resig­ 
nation from Ambassador Wilson, of­ 
ficials of the departm ent found no 
reason to doubt the truth of the re- 


It was pointed out, though, thai 
however desirable the new arrange­ 
ment in Mexico City may be as retie? 
from the intolerable state of affairs 
of the last week, it can not alter the 
policy of the United States with re­ 
spect to Mexico. 
The one great con­ 
sideration so far as the Washington 
adm inistration is concerned has been 
and will continue to he the protection 
of American life and property within

President Disapproves Measure Solely 
Because 
of 
the 
Provision Which 
Would Lock the Doors of the Unit­ 
ed States Against the Alien W ho 
Could Not Read Some Language or 
Dialect. 


W ashington, Feb. 15. — President 
Taft vetoed the immigration bill on 
|he ground that the illiteracy test pre- 
icribed would not prove satisfactory 
and would be objectionable. 
Senator 
Lodge, who has charge of the meas­ 
ure, announced that an effort would 
be made to pass it over the veto. 
In a short message, which was ac­ 
companied by a lettei from Seretary 
Nagel, the president said in explana­ 
tion of his refusal to sign the meas­ 
ure: "I do this with great reluctance. 
The 
bill 
contains 
many 
valuable 
amendments to the present immigra­ 
tion law which will insure greater 
certainty in excluding undesirable im­ 
m igrants. 
But I can not make up my 
mind to sign a bill which in its chief 
provision violates 
a 
principle 
that 
ought in my opinion to be upheld in 
dealing with our immigration. I refer 
to the literacy test.” 
The Immigration legislation with the 
Illiteracy test has been urged chiefly 
by the American Federation of Labor. 
The veto message was accompanied 
by a letter to the president from Sec­ 
retary Nagel denouncing the literacy 
test as a radical 
provision 
"based 
upon a fallacy lh undertaking to ap­ 
ply a test which is not calculated to 
reach the truth and to find relief from 
a danger which really does not exist.'’ 
The president adopted the secretary’s 
position. 
Senate and house leaders lost no 
time in arranging for an effort to 
override the veto. 
As soon 
as the 
message was read Senators Dilling­ 
ham and Simmons and Representa­ 
tive Burnett, leading the congression­ 
al supporters of the measure, made 
arrangem ents to take it up In 
the 
senate on Monday and in the house 
Tuesday. 
With Senator Lodge they 
were confident that the bill would be 
passed easily in both houses by the 
necessary two-thirds vote.
